Poivell Clayton, ol Arkansas, as tempo- 
rary chairman. He was a brigadier during 
the rebellion, became what is called a 
I:carpet- bagger," settled in Arkansas al- 
ter the war, and was elected to the United 
States senate. Ho is an ambifiouB fol- 


many regarded as on unscrupu- 


lous politician, and hns not the oonfi-| 
deuce' ot a large element ot the republi- 
can party. When Chairman Sabin was 
about to put the motion on -Clayton's 
nomination by the committee, the anb- 
l3iaino men made a motion to substitute 
the name of John R. Lynch, the colored 
ei-congreosman from the famous shoe- 
string district, ot Mississippi. Then be- 
gan the storm of words, and an unusually 
exciting scene at the opening ot a na- 
tional convention. George William Cur- 
tis, ot New York, opened tho battle 
egainst Clayton with a characteristic 
speech. Then followed 
that twenty- 


three-ye,ai-old-milliouaire reformer, who 
created so much attention .in the New 
York legislature .last winter by his gal- 
lant tight for reform m tho city govern- 
ment ot New York— Theodore itoose- 
velt.

a very presumptuous young man, and 
is bound to be heard in tho national re- 
publican convention. 
Other speeches 


were made on both factions which threw 
tho friends of the respective sides in wild 
excitement. The Arthur men demanded 
a call of tho roll ou tho question of tem- 
porary chairman. This consumed one 
hour and thirty -five minutes, und when 
it ii as done and tho secretary had an- 
nounced 482 votes for Lynch, there camo

that Sabin's gavel could not stay. Men 
shouted, waved handkerchiefs, throw up 
their hats, mounted their scats and 
oheeied themselves hoarse. It was some- 
time before order and sobriety wers re- 
stored, and when Itiie vote for Clayton 
was given at 387, tho Lynch men broke 
out afresh. The result was a cold rebuke 
and a galling snub to tho national com- 
mittee. It was an unprecedented move- 
ment, but the Edmunds men were bent 
on "reform," and had the Arthur men 
at their back. They joined forces, and 
in somo respects tho Tote may indicate 
that. the auti-Blaino men arc tbo stronger 
in the convention. 


Tho election ot Mr. Lynch is a compli- 


ment to tho man and his race. He is a 
small man, a dark mulatto, and was once 
C slave. He ^as been in congress six 
years and is a vcry'good speaker. Clay- 
ton's defeat may bo largely attributed to 
the fact that ho left hozno an Arthur man 
— pledged to his support— but two days 
after hu arrival iu Chicago he was con- 
verted to Elaine, and the first install- 
ment ol his pay was to be the tempera.

not quite as sudden and miraculous as 
that of Saul's, but it has astonishment

CHICAGO, Ju :o 4.—Tuesday was a Rood 


convention day. The weather was cool, but 
not sufficiently cool to bo iu tho loose uu- 
ploasaut; though cloudy, tbare was no ralu, 
ai«l the sun frequently srailfd benigwitly on 
tho crowds as tbey hurried hither and thithur 
iu. tbo pursuit of business, politics or pleasure. 
And tho business and pleasure- of tha day was 
politics. The work of tho previous evening 
had protcy thoroughly worn out tho pooplo 
at tbo different headquarters, and for au 
hour or two in tho early morning very few 
wore to be scon. But when they appeared 
tho music was a tinted just vhere it left off 
the night before, and the various grand 
iwolls ttxittctant wore carefully cultivated 
with cho view of startling the convention 
with a sort of earthquake in somebody's 
£avor at tbo proper timo. As tbo hour of

warmer and all the delegates "sniffed tho 
battle from afar" and "hankered" for tbo 
fight. Thero soeuied to bo a general desire 
for a test of strength as soon as possible bo- 
t\veon tJio Blaiuoand auti-Blamo forces, and, 
as the event proved, an opportunity was early 
given tho hosts to measure their power. 


As early as 10 o'clock thero was a surging 


crowd collected at tho entrance to tho con- 
vention bull, all of thorn dosirou_sQ£ obtaining 
passage through portals that to uinety-nino 
out of every hundred oC them were closed. 
But still the crowd surgod and still tho "slick 
ones" attempted to "delude" the doorkeepers 
into granting thorn admission, and still tho 
a\tuto doorkeeper laid bare the schoiuo, 
guarded tbe doors agatnstall but the fuvonnl 
f«w — comparatively — who were provided 
with tuo utcjssary postoboards, 


Among tbo first to arrivo were tho promi- 


nent men who had boon invited to look on, 
aud who occupied seats behind tho chair- 
mart's position. Thoro woro also many ladies, 
whose costumes lent a d*ish of bright color 
bore and there to tbo mass of noutral tint 
presented by tbe dork clotbos of tbo gentle- 
men. Tbo familiar face of "Uncle Dick" 
Oglosby was thero. Jerome B. Chaffeo, who 
has just lost u hatful of money by tho opera- 
tions of Ford. Ward, looked as though ho 
would bo willing to lose another hatful if ho 
could only see lLJim" Bloino got tho nomina- 
tion.

Hulstead and Minister Foster were to l>o soon 
in tbo crowd, and hundreds of others whoso 
camos are known from tho Atlantic to tbe 
Pacific.

—men who have boon Jookod for at Repub- 
lican national conventions as surely as tho 
commrteo ou resolutions. Roscoe Conkliug 
was not thero; neither woro William E. 
Chandler nor Charlio Foster; nor Garfiold. 
Tbo question presented itsolf to mt'ay, would 
thoro bo one here like the murdered president, 
whoeo sudden capture of the convention 
would be presaged by tbo enthusiasm with 
w lieu be was received every time ho mado 
his appearance. 


Among tho delegates, also, tboro woro 


many who are woll known. 3omo hayo but 
rocontly made themselves a namo among 
politicians; of auch. is Roosevelt, tbo young 
New Yorker.

Ho was known to. many of them, nnd 
thoy woro unwilling that a stigma should 
bs placed oo his groat and grand name 
[applause] by voting against tbo action of the 
national committee. They felt that it would 
not bo proper to go before tho country to 
sustain tho candidate of a convention whoso 
first act had boon to put down a nian wbo 
tarried an empty sleeve, [Applause.] A 
delegate from South Carolina, advocated tho 
nomination of Lynch, but without meaning 
thereby ar.y reflection upou Mr. Claytou. As 
a southern Republican ho wished tbo election 
of Mr. Lynch, 


Thero was moro discussion as to the modo 


of voting, but it was finally docided to call 
the roll of delegates and let each delegate 
answer as bis imrno was called. Tbo dis- 
cussion was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause, as somo orator voiced tbo sentiments 
of a portion of the delegates, and tho "hur- 
rahs" wore nurooroiis and vociferous. 


Tho votos of tbo delegates wore recorded 


amid a groat deal of confusion and applause. 
When Maine was called Joseph S. Wheel- 
wright created a rlpplo by voting for Lynch. 
XoarJy all tho other votes woro recorded for 
Clayton. Tho greatest interest centered in 
Now York. 
Whon that state was called 


iVndrow D. Whito, Theodore Roosevelt, John 
I. Gilbert and Edwin Packard voted for 
Lynch. George William Curtis and John A. 
King (alternate for John M. Crone) voto 1 
also for Lynch. Tho other votc« w«re di- 
vided between Clayton and Lynch. When 
tbo 
Lynch 
votos 
woro 
recorded 


by Curtis, White, Packard, nnd Gilbert the 
applause was immense and continued. On 
reaching Illinois surprise was caused by tbe 
votes of Cullom, Governor Hamilton, and 
Burton C. Cook for Lynch. Ohio contributed 
twenty throe votos for Lynch and an equal 
cumber for Clayton. 
Tho Pennsylvania del- 


sgates also votod very nearly equally for 
Lynch and Clayton. The Philadelphia delo- 
grutos votod almost solid for Lynch; Rhode 
Island voted almost solid for Lynch, and only 
one man out of tho eighteen from South 
Carolina cast his voto for Clayton.

Tho voto -was concluded at 3:23. Tho chair- 


man, announced the wholo nurubor of votos 
cost to havo boon HIS, out of which Lynch 
received 431 and Clayton C37. Mr. Clayton 
moved to make Lynch's election unanimous, 
which was carried by acclamation, and a 
committoo was appointed to conduct him to 
vhe chair. 


Mr. Lynch, with his oscort, moved toward 


tho chair amid tremendous apylauso, and was 
introduced by Mr. Sabin as temporary chair- 
man. Ho is a man of small statue, not vory 
dark, and wears mustache and goatoe. On 
mounting tho stand ho was greeted with 
tremendous applause. 


Ho spoke briefly with strong voico, and 


with the self-possession of a man who know 
what ho -wanted to soy and know how to 
Bay it. 


LTNOH'S SPEECH. 


Upon assuming tho chair Mr. Lynch was 


received with groat applause, and spoke as 
follows: 
"Gentlemen of the convention, I 


feel that I ought not to say I tbsnk you for 
tho distinguished honor you have conferred 
upon mo, and I do not. Nevertheless1, from 
a standpoint that no patriot should fail eo 
respond to his country's call, and that no 
loyal member of tho party should fall to 
ornpjy with tho demands o£ his party, I 
yield wtth reluctance to your decision, anil 
assume tho duties of the position to whicb 
yon have assigned me. Every moinbor ol

Mr. Bristol then askocl tho blessing of the 


God o£ tho unlvorso over tho work ot tho 
convention, and the members thereof. He 
asked that statesmanship nnd patriotism 
might control tho action taken, aud that tho 
campaign may be concluded as befits a nation 
of God-fearing and country-loving people. 


At tho conclusion of the prayer Mr. Sabiii 


proceeded to make his opening address.
